Jersey, Tennessee, New Mexico, Massachusetts, Minnesota, Colorado, Arkansas, California,

has passed the one-thousand mark for the second straight year, which has prompted health officials to 
step up efforts to stave off the disease, and

TO PAY THE COST THEREOF.

RESOLVED BY THE COUNTY LEGISLATURE OF THE COUNTY OF ERIE, NEW YORK (by 
the affirmative vote of not less than two thirds of the voting strength of said Legislature), AS 
FOLLOWS:  
 
 Section 1. The County of Erie, New York (herein called "County"), is hereby authorized to 
design and reconstruct various County highways, as further described in "Attachment A" appended 
hereto and by reference made a part hereof, including pavement and shoulder widening, drainage 
improvements, sight distance and safety improvements. The estimated maximum cost of said specific 
object or purpose, including preliminary costs and costs incidental thereto and to the financing 
thereof, is $4,000,000, and said amount is hereby appropriated therefor pursuant to the duly adopted 
Capital Budget of said County for fiscal year 2004. To the extent that the details set forth in this 
resolution are inconsistent with any details set forth in the 2004 Capital Budget of the County, such 
Budget shall be deemed and is hereby amended. The plan of financing includes the issuance of 
$4,000,000 bonds of the County to finance said appropriation, and the levy and collection of taxes on 
all the taxable real property in the County to pay the principal of said bonds and the interest thereon 
as the same shall become due and payable.  
 
 Section 2. Bonds of the County in the principal amount of $4,000,000 are "hereby authorized 
to be issued for the specific object or purpose described in Section 1 hereof, pursuant to the 
provisions of the Local Finance Law, constituting Chapter 33-a of the Consolidated Laws of the State 
of New York (herein called "Law") to finance said appropriation.  
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 Section 3. The period of probable usefulness applicable to the specific object or purpose for 
which said $4,000,000 bonds herein authorized are to be issued, within the limitations of Section 
11;00 a. 20 (b) of the Law, is ten (10) :years. 
 
 Section 4. The County intends to finance, and the Comptroller of the County is hereby 
authorized to advance such amounts as are necessary to pay the costs of the object or purpose 
described in Section 1 hereof prior to the issuance of the bonds or bond anticipation notes authorized 
out of any available funds of the County, on an interim basis, which amounts are reasonably expected 
to be reimbursed with the proceeds of debt to be incurred by the County, pursuant to this Bond 
Resolution, in the maximum amount of bonds herein authorized. This Resolution is a declaration of 
official intent adopted pursuant to the requirements of Treasury Regulation Section 1.150-2.  
 
 Section 5. Subject to the provisions of this Resolution and of said Local Finance Law, and 
pursuant to the provisions of §21.00 relative to providing for substantially level or declining annual 
debt service, §30.00 relative to the authorization of the issuance of bond anticipation notes or the 
renewals thereof, and of §§50.00, 56.00 to 60.00 and 168.00 of said Law, the powers and duties of 
the County Legislature relative to authorizing the issuance of any, notes in anticipation of the sale of 
the bonds herein authorized, or the renewals thereof, and relative to prescribing the terms, form and 
contents and as to the sale and issuance of the bonds herein authorized, and of any notes issued in 
anticipation of the sale of said bonds or the renewals of said notes, as well as to executing agreements 
for credit enhancement, are hereby delegated to the Comptroller of the County, as the chief fiscal 
officer of the County.  
 
 Section 6. Each of the bonds authorized by this Resolution and any bond anticipation notes 
issued in anticipation of the sale thereof shall contain the recital of validity prescribed by §52.00 of 
said Local Finance Law and said bonds and any notes issued in anticipation of said bonds shall be 
general obligations of the County of Erie, payable as to both principal and interest by general tax 
upon all the taxable real property within the County without limitation as to rate or amount. The faith 
and credit of the County are hereby irrevocably pledged to the punctual payment of the principal of 
and interest on said bonds and any notes issued in anticipation of the sale of said bonds or the 
renewals of said notes, and provision shall be made annually in the budgets of the County by 
appropriation for (a) the amortization and redemption of the notes and bonds to mature in such year 
and (b) the payment of interest to be due and payable in such year.
